T* ie following new graduate degrees have befen 
recently authorized: Master of science in sanitary engineering, master of science in 
public health, and doctor of public health The college of engineering now offers 
courses in railway civil engineering, railway electrical engineering, and railway me- 
chanical engineering, each leading to the degree B. S. 

Delaware College — An affiliated college for women is to be opened in September, 
1014. 

Florida State ('ollcge/or Women.— In September, 1913, the entrance requirements 
were raised to 15 units. 

University of Illinois.— The college of dentistry was reopened October 1, 1913* 

Iowa S-KJtc College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts .—' The following new lines of 
work have been added: Engineering extension and trade school work; veterinary in- 
vestigations; department of structure design; and a department of fans martagemeht. 

Maryland Agricultural College —J^p oujso in agricultural education for teachers has 
been established; also a course in canning A change from military to civilian system 
of government of students is announced • • ♦ 

Massachusetts Agricultural College — A department of rural engineering has been 
established. 

Mississippi Agricu t tural and Mechanical College . — A correspondence course in agri- 
culture ie now offered. The school of textile arts has been discontinued. 

University of Mississippi . — Courses in domestic science and domestic art have been 1 
added in connection with the department of education, this department having been 
enlarged and boused in a new building. 

Montana Slate College, of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts , — The department of phar- 
macy has been discontinued. New fopr-y<*ar courses in architectural engineering, 
chemical engineering, and irrigation engineering have been established.

University of Nebraska — The eutire four years of *work of the medial college are 
dow given at Omaha. 

New Hampshire College of Agriculture and Meehan ic Arts. — Requirements for en- 
trance have been somewhat liberalized so that there is now recognition of certain voca- 
tional subjects, such as agriculture, manual training, and commerieal subjects, when 
such work is done by an accredited high school. 

University of Nau Mexico. — A department of household economics has been (estab- 
lished. ___ 

North Dakota Agricultural College.— The commercial department has been discon- 
tinued. Courses in architecture, architectural engineering, and a draftsmon and 
builders’ course has been established. 

Ohio State University . — In accordance with the action of the general assembly au- 
thorizing the board of trustees to establish a medical college, Starling-Ohio Medical 
University of Columbus, and Cleveland-PIute Medical College of Cleveland were 
annexed, and became a part of the university. A combined arta-mqdicine course and 
.a science-medicine course are now offered. The two-year courses in agriculture and 
horticulture have been discontinued, and new* three-^year courses, in agriculture and 
horticulture have been established. 

Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechanical College. — A four-year course in commerce 
and marketing has been added; also a four-year course in veterinary medicine 
Oklahoma School of MineJt. — l 'irst aid to the injured and rec ite work lias been made 
part of the regular work. 

Pennsylvania State College.— College extension under a special legislative appro- 
priation has been organized in agriculture, engineering, liberal arts, and mining. A 
short course in milling engineering has beyi established. Actual farm experience iB 
now required for admission to the short courses in agriculture. A written examina- 
tion in English composition is now required for entrant^ to the college. New courses 
in commerce and finance and industrial education have been established. 

Clemson Agricultural College. — The preparatory department lias been discontinued. 

J University of South Dakota. — A department of home economics lias been established. 
University of Tennessee —A school of commerce has been establisl^d with aftfur- 
year course leading to the degree of bachelor of science in coiftin’erce. Coursee pre- 
liminary to the Btudy of medicine are now offered at Knoxville and at Memphis. 
Work in agricultural extension has bfon enlarged under tire Snuth-Lever bill in 
cooperation with the United States Ih^par^ient of Agric-iiTCm*) and the State board 
of education.

University of Texas ^ A department of music was inaugurated in January, J914, for 
the teaching of hisjhry and hannony of music, etc., all courses counting toward the 
bachelor of arts (jegroe. A departmenLof journalism is announced, courses to begin 
in September, 1914. A State school of mines (located at Fort Bliss) has been estab- 
lished and for the present ia being operated as a I ranch of the university. 

Agricultural and Mechanical College oj Texas. — A department of agricultural educa-

State College of Washington — A two-year industrial artsvourse for teachers of manual ' 
training, agriculture, and horticulture has been adopted. '
